Never since “we were deserted by 
the Bordeaux-Vichy government and 
were set upon by Italy,” said Mr.

But, he said, only by the smallest 
margin have the British forces so 
far succeeded in beating Rommel in 
Cirenaica and only by the victories 
of the Russians on the Black Sea 
“have we been spared the overrun- 
ning of those vast lands from the 
Levant to the Caspian.

Praising Lord Beaverbrook, 
minister of supply, Mr. Churchill 
Said “we are producing twice as 
many and far mere complicated 
guns every month as we did in the 
Peak of 1917 end 1918.” 

“Tenk prodyction has doubled in 
the lagt six months,’ he disclosed. 
“Small arms production is more 
than twice what it wag six months 
ago. In aircraft production, there 
is a steady increase not only in the 
numbers but in the size and quality 
of aircraft.” 


PREOCCUPIED ELSEWHERE 
Because of preoccupations else- 
where, he asserted, Britain had it in 
her power “only \to make moderate 
and partial provision in the far east 
against the hypothetical] danger of 


“Why then should I be called! 
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upon to pick out scapegoats and 
throw blame on generals and sol- 
diers?” he demanded bluntly of 
those who have been urging cab- 
inet changes. , 

Mr. Churchill furthermore took 
Personal responsibility for 4ip- 
Jomatic policy towatd Russia and 
the handling of Britain's re- 
sources, strategy and dispositions 
of forces in the Pacific area. 

“I am the man that parliament 
and the nation hag got to blame for 
the general way in which they were 

served,” he told them. 

The Prime Minister warned that 
Japanese naval supremacy would 
last “long enough for Japan to in- 
flict many heavy and painful losses 
on all the united nations with es- 
tablishments and possessions in the 
far east. But if we persevere, the 
boot will be on the other leg.” 

The Prime Minister pledged that 
“the battle of the Malay peninsula 
and the approaches to Singapore 
will be fought to the last inch by 
British, Australian and Indian 
forces’ which have been reinforced 
in the last week.” 


UNITED STATES FORCES 
Turning to forces of the United 

“States, the Prime Minister said: 
“United States fighter and bomb- 


er squadrons will take part in the 

defence of these isles and their 

bombers will attack Germany.” 
Dealing with the arrival of 


United States troops in Northern 
Ireland yesterday, he told Com- 


mons that “very considerable 
forces are following as opportun- 
ity serves.” 


Mr. Churchill also said: 

“American production has in- 
creased in the proportions of 100 
and 160 and in 1943 we should be 
able to move across the oceans ar- 
mies two, three or four times as 
large as the considerable forces we 
are able to handle at sea at the pre- 
sent time.” 


U.S. AGREEMENT 

Mr. Churchill mentioned  ar- 
rangements with President Roose- 
velt that there “should be bodies 
in Washington called Combined 
Staff Committees.” 

“We must also confer together In 
close collaboration with Stalin and 
Chiang Kai-Shek.” he said. 

Referring to his United States 
visit. Mr. Churchill declared: 

“Mr. Roosevelt's last words te 
me were ‘We will fight this 
through to the bitter end, what- 
ever the cost may be.’” 

“There is no question of regarding’ 
the Pacific war as a- secondary op- 
eration,” he asserted. 

“The United States navy is link- 
ed in the most intimate union with 
the Admiralty, both in the Atlantic 
and the Pacific.” 

Concluding, he said: 

“Although I feel the broadening 
swell of victory and liberation bear- 
ing us and all tortured peoples on- 
wards safely to the final goal, I 
must confess to feeling the weight 
of the war upon me even more than 
in the tremendous summer days of 
1940.” 

Therefore, he said, he felt entitled 
to ask the House of Commons for its 
encouragement.

Address in reply to the speech from 
the throne. 

On the financial side Mr. King 
forecast a direc, contribution of 
war supplies to Great Britain to 
the extent of $1,000,000,000. He 
sald the government is proposing 
te Great Britain that sterling ac- 
cumulated to Canadian credit in 
London on account of supplies al- 
ready shipped te Great Britain, 
about $700,000,000, be converted 
into a load to bear no interest 
during the war. 

The government is also proposing 
to purchase outright $295,000,000 of 
Dominion and Canadian National 
Railway securities still held in Brit- 
ain and so make Canadian dollars 
available for British purchases. 
Since the strt of the war $400,000,- 
000 had been made available in this 
way. 

The Prime Minister said the fin- 
ancial burden of the Canadian peo- 
ple will not be increased by these 
arrangements. Canada had already 
undertaken to provide Canadian 
money to enable Britain to pay for 
purchases here. Whether the money 
was provided in a loan or a direct 
contribution made no difference to 
the burden. 


$300,000,000 COST 

The provisional estimate of war 
costs for the next fiscal year was 
placed at $3,000,000,000 against $1.- 
300.000,000 in 1941-42, 

“The financia] advisers of the gov- 
ernment believe that this huge sum 
and the additional sums required 
for civil government can -be raised 
by taxation, war loans, and war sav- 
ings but they equally regard this as 
a full-out financial effort,” said the 
Prime Minister. 

In opening his speech Mr. King 
declined to answer Mr. Hanson's 
question as to what action the gov- 
ernment would take if the plebiscite 
on anti-conscription pledges were 
indecisive or negative. 

He said he did not propose to 
bind himself by new commitments. 

The opposition, he said, was be- 
clouding the whole war effort by 
concentrating attention on one 
phase, compulsory overseas ser- 
vice for the army. On all other 
things the policies of the govern- 
ment and the opposition were the 
same, 

The issue was a narrow one b*- 
cause service in the navy and the 
air force was voluntary and there 
was no shortage of volunteers. It 
was also narrow because it related 
to a furure contingency. As yet 
there had been no shortage of vol- 
unteers for the army. 

“The policy of the government is, 
and from the outset has been. the 
achievement of a total national ef- 
fort for total war,” said Mr, King. 

“I propose now to explain exactly 
what I understand by the total ef- 
fort of a nation, It involves two 
fundamentals, 


PROSECUTION OF WAR 

“The first of these is the devotion 
to the prosecution of the war of all 
the available energies and resources 

of the nation in excess of those ce- 
quired to maintain the health and 
efficiency of the people. 

“The second--and it is of equal 
importance—is a proper balance in 
the use of these energies and re- 
sources for the manifold needs of 
war.” 

The foundation of a total effort 
was @ correct determination of the 
minimum requirements of the civil- 
ian population. Then it was neces- 
sary to use the surplus over that in 
a proper balance between army, air 
force, navy, war industry and food 
production for other warring coun- 
tries. 

Canada was not immune to at- 
tack and had to make prepara- 
tions fer defence against sea or 
alr raids on strategic areas. 

Mr. King said Canada had achiev- 
ed an industrial revolution in two 
years, 

“We are engaged in a merchant 
ship building program of consider- 
able. proportions, so great in fact 
as to nearly equal Britain's own 
program,” he said. 

The value of supplies provided 
for Britain since the war began 
was at least as great as the cost of 
raising, equipping and maintaining 
Canada’s own forces. 


COUNTRY UNITED 

Mr. ‘King concluded a review of 
developments to date with the 
words: “It will be seen that Can- 
ada’s war program is a balanced 
program. The record of achieve- 
ment is a balanced record. What is 
more this effort has been achieved 
by methods which have kept our 
eountry united. Indeed without 
unity of purpose and effort as 4 
nation it could never have been 
achieved.” 


Increased industrial production 
eeuld be achieved only by con- 
verting establishments from un- 
essential production te war pre- 
duction but Mr. King believed 
this could be done. 

For agriculture, he predicted 
larger contracts for the supply of 
footstuffs to Britain during the 
summer and fall. 

“If we do all in our power to help 
them meet their labor problems we 
can, I know, count on Canadian 
farmers to do the rest,” he said 
“But the goal set for them in 1942 
will demand their utmost effort.” 


Following is a partial text of 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King’s 
address; 


With regard to what my honorable 
friend (Conservative house leader 
Hanson who spoke earlier in the 
day) has said concerning a total war 
effort | believe it will be found, as 


I continue my remarks, that he and 
L hold similar views with respect to 
a very considerable part of the nat- 
ional war effort. 

What I take exception to in his 
remarks, and to the controversy 
which has taken place outside the 
House, is that what has been said 
has redated exclusively to only one 
aspect of the war effort. That us- 
pect, I belleve 1 shall be able to 
show, is a much natrower aspect 
than is generally assumed. All that 
Canada has done in addition has 
been more or less completely ig- 
nored. 

IT must say that I am surprised 
to find that, after having spent so 
large a part of his time telling my- 
self and the House that the govern- 
ment should have brought forward 
a policy of conscription for service 
in military forces overseas, my hon- 
orable friend has not had a single 
word to say about conscription for 
military service overseas in the 
amendment he has just moved to 
the address in reply to the speech 
from the throne—no, not a single 
word, Mr. Speaker. And my honor- 
able friend is now so concerned 
about it that he is looking to see if 
that is so—to see if there is anything 
in the amendment which will give 
him sufficient ground to stand on 
fone reply to what I have just 
said. 


HANSON AMENDMENT ' 

The amendment is in the nature of 
a want of confidence motion in this 
administration. I had not expected 
my honorable friend to extend con- 
Bratulations to the administration 
On all of its effort, but I had expect- 
ed him to stand up to the policy 
which at all events he led us gener- 
ally to assume is the policy of his 
party at the present time. 

Mr. Hanson: It is right there, in 
paragraph (A). Read it. 


Mr. King: My honorable friend 
will have the necessary chance 
to read his own policy later. But 
On a matter of so great importance 
as the one we now are discussing 
TI do not think one should be 
Obliged to search with a micro- 
scope to discover the purport of 
an amendment which has been 
moved at a time like this... . 
I cannot agree with my honor: 
able friend . . . in his views with 
respect to what constitutes in the 
truest sense of the word respon- 
sible representative government. To 
my mind responsible representative 
government relates very closely to 
the will of the people, and particu- 
larly to the will of the people as 
expressed at the time of a general 
election and if I have understood 
aright what my honorable friend 
has said, and what some of, bis fol- 
lowers have applauded him in say- | 
ing, then I should ignore altogether 
the will of the people as expressed 
at the last general election; and 
not only ignore that will, but after 
it being given the interpretation 
which my honorable friend time 
and again has placed upon it, name- 
ly that this government was return- 
ed to power with the vast majority 
it has, in virtue of the fact that it 
was stated that conscription for 
Overseas would not be applied if 
this government were returned to 
power—notwithstanding that fact, I 
say, he wishes me to turn around 
immediately and ignore it alto- 

gether. 


MOVE RESTRICTIONS 

Well, Mr. Speaker. there may be 
reasons-—and I hope this afternoon 
to make it clear that there are 
strong reasons why the people of 
this country should be told that any 
commitment which has been made 
in the past which in any way will 
restrict the government in the ex- 
ercise of its best judgment with 
respect to all phases of the war 
at this time, is something that 
should be removed. And the peo- 
Ple should be told that the govern- 
ment is of the opinion that not only 
the government, but all honorable 
members in the house should be 
released from any obligations in 
the past which may have binding 
effect at the present time. 

When my Hon, friend goes on to 
ask me what I am going to do with 
Tespect to any expression of view 
which may be made by the people 
in connection with any reference 
which will be made, may I say to 
him that in seeking to get public 
relief from past commitments t am 
not going lo make new and fresh 
commitments. In seeking freedom 
on the part of the ministry | am 
not going to start in by seeking to 
tie up my hands, 

I know the kind of lecture I might 
have to expect from my honorable 
friend if I did anything of the kind. 


BEING MISREPRESENTED 

In the political controversy which, 
unfortunately, has become so acute 
of late, which is obscuring the mag- 
nitude and balanced nature of Can- 
ada’s war effort, and which, more- 
over, threatens to impair its effici- 
ency, attempts are being made to 
confuse in the public mind three 
things which should be kept separ- 
ate and distinct. With respect to 
each of these the government's posi- 
tion is being misrepresented: 

The first relates to total effort 
to meet total war. 

The second relates to national 
selective service ag a means to 
this end. 

The third relates to the applica- 
tion ef compulsion without re- 
atriction of any kind; in other 
words, to conscription for service 
in the armed forces overseas. 

As respeets total effort to meet! 
toial war, Unat is and has been right 


“\along the policy of the present ad- 


ministration, As regards national 
selective service as a method of 
achieving a total effort, that too is 
and has been the policy of the gov- 
ernment. As respects the use of 
compulsion in applying the prin- 
ciple of national selective service, 
that, also, is a part of government 
policy. In the case of compulsion 
only one definite limitation has 
been recognized and that is the lim- 
itation of the use of compulsion as a 
method of raising men for military 
service overseas: 


FAIR JUDGMENT 

Whether or not the government, 
all circumstances considered, has 
gone as far in achieving a total ef- 
fort as it might have gone or should 
have gone, is a fair subject for de- 
bate, Whether the government, ail 
circumstances considered, has ap- 
plied the principle of national seleci- 
ive service as rapidly and as ex- 
tensively as it should have been ap- 
plied, is also a fair subject for de- 
bate. Whether, with the single limit- 
ation referred to, the government 
has, all circumstances considered, 
made sufficient use of compulsion 
in applying the selective principle 
is also a fair subject for debate. 

So far, however, as policy itself 
is concerned, whether it relates to 
total effort, to national selective ser- 
vice. or to the use of compulsion, 
with the single limitation mention- 
ed, there exists no difference, as 
far as I am aware, between the gov- 
ernment and its opponents. I propose 
to substantiate these statements by 
reference to the government's rec- 
ord, 

What then, is the difference with 
respect to policy between those who 
today support the administration, 
and those who, by every means in 
their power, are seeking to create 
opposition to the government in its 
war effort? 


ONLY DIFFERENCE 

Freed from the emotions and 
passions aroused by the storms of 
controversy, it will be seen that the 
only difference that does exist is a 
difference with respect to the appli- 
cation of compulsion in raising men 
for military service overseas. 


An examination of the facts 
will show that the difference of 
which the government's oppon- 
ents are seeking to make a na- 
tional issue is a much smaller dif- 
ference than even the existing 
limitation on the use of con- 
scription would seem to imply. 
The limitation, as I have stated, 

relates solely to the application of 
conscription to the raising of mili- 
tary forces for service overseas. 
These forces, as honorable mem- 
bers are well aware, are, in the 
present war, not confined to one 
single service, as in the last war 
was almost entirely the case. They 
include the men enlisted in the 
Canadian navy and in the Cana- 
dian air force, as well as those en- 
listed in the Canadian active army. 
COMPULSION NOT USED 

So far as‘the navy and the air 
force are concerned, it is well 
known that the numbers who have 
volunteered have considerably ex- 
ceeded the number it has been pos- 
sible to accept for immediate ser- 
vice. Moreover, it is worth noth- 
ing that in Britain as in Canada 
compulsion is not used as a method 
of raising fighting men for the navy 
and the air force. 

The issue, therefore, between the 
government and its opponents nar- 
rows down solely to the question 
of the application of compulsion in 
raising men for the army. The issue 
is narrower even than that, since 
compulsion is already being em- 
ployed to raise men for service in 
the army in Canada. It should be 
added that the isSue thus narrowed 
to conscription for overseas service 
in the army relates only to a pos- 
sible future contingency, since up 
to the present the active army has 
secured the necessary recruits on a 
voluntary basis. 

Notwithstanding all that has 
been done and is being done by 
the armed forces, and in war pro- 
duction of all kinds, and in fin- 
ance, the government's opponents 
are seeking to make of conscrip- 
tion for the single purpose men- 
tioned, a symbol of Canada's total 
war effort, 

As I have said, the policy of the 
government is, and from the outset 
has been, the achievements of a 
total national effort for total war 
I propose, now, to explain exactly 
what I understand by the total 
effort of a nation.

CORRECT DECISION 

The foundation of the total effort 
of any country is a correct decision 
as to the minimum requirements 
of the civilian population. Once 
that is determined, production and 
consumption except for war, mus! 
be steadily and progressively cut 
down to the minimum. Waste 
must be eliminated; the manufac. 
ture of all luxuries and many com- 
forts must cease. The surplus of 
manpower and resources thus 
secured must. be used to make 
wer... . 

For convenience, Canada’s war 
effort may be divided into six main 
aspects, All of them are vital to a 
to‘al effort Tho achievement of a 
total effort deronds upon keeping 
them in proper balance. 


A necessary foundation of our 
whole effort is the maintenance of 
the security of our own Canadian 
territory and territories like New- 
foundland and Labrador, immedi- 
ately adjacent to our shores, ,.. 

Recent events in the Pacific, and 
the sinking of ships off Newfound- 
land and Nova Scotia, should serve 
to dispel any lingering belief that 
Canada is immune from attack. , - . 

We must be prepared to meet sud- 
den raids from sea or air in cer- 
tain strategic areas. The most cle- 
mentary rule of warfare is the 
maintenance of the security of the 
base of operations. This aspect of 
our effort necessarily includes Can- 
ada’s share of our joint responsibil- 
ity with the United States for the 
defence of North America. - 


NO LIMIT 

From the outset, the government 
has placed no limit on the expan- 
sion of Canada’s navy. We have 
manned ships as fast as the navy 
has been able to acquire them. Not 
only is the greatest possible Cana- 
dian naval] strength needed in the 
North Atlantic, but so are merchant 
ships to carry men and supplies to 
Britain, Canada is providing, and 
will continue to provide and to man 
both, to the very limit of our capac- 
ity... .. 

While prepared to send overseas 
as large an army as Canada can sup- 
port, without failing in other direc- 
tions, the government is even more 
anxious to see that every man, 
every unit, and the army as a whole, 
wil] have the greatest possible strik- 
ing power. More important today 
than the size of an army is its strik- 
ing power. 

RESPONSIBILITIES INCREASED 

The Royal Canadian Air Force, 
like the navy and the army, has 
its part in our territorial defence 
and the defence of Newfoundland. 
Its responsibilities on the Pacific 
coast have been increased by the 
outbreak of war with Japan. But 
its main task is the administration 
of the British Commonwealth Air 
Training plan... . 

A vital aspect of Canada’s war 
effort is our contribution to the 
food supply of Britain. This contri- 
bution has grown steadily in im- 
portance. Britain cannot feed her- 
self, and her own great and grow- 
ing armed forces. Still less can she 
feed the ever-increasing numbers 
of men we are sending from Can- 
ada to add to her armed strength. 

In the present war, unlike the 
last, her sources of food on the 
continent of Europe have ali been 
closed off by enemy occupation. 
Canada is the nearest source of 
food left open. Without our food 
the people of Britain would be 
a handicap instead of a help, 

In a literal sense the very lives of 
the British people and our own 
armed forces overseas depend upon 
the exertions of Canadian farmers 
and fishermen. In prosecuting this 
war, there is no secondary role. 


DEMANDS TO INCREASE 

As time goes on, the demands 
upon Canada for supplies of food 
for the Allied forces and, later, 
for the peoples of the new subju- 
gated countries are certain to in- 
crease. ..-+ 

In making the machines of war, 
Canada’s productive task has only 
begun when our own armed forces 
have been supplied. Except for 
planes, Canada has been a main 
source of British supplies, outside 
Britain herself, Only recently has 
the United States begun to overtake 
us. And now the United States has 
many other urgent demands to meet. 
Canadian weapons and munitions 
must help fill the gap made larger 
than ever by Japan's entry into the 
war. 


WOULD WEAKI*i CAUSE 

Both in the short run and in the 
long run, Canada would weaken the 
cause of the United Nations by fail- 
ure to give adequate protection to 
vulnerable areas in our own terri- 
tory; or by failure to contribute 
adequately to the naval protection 
of the Atlantic passage; or by fail- 
ure to maintain a formidable strik- 
ing force in Britain or in whatever 
theatre of war Canadian troops may 
serve; or by failure to keep up the 
air training on which the air 
strength of the British Common- 
wealth so largely depends; or by 
failure to provide adequate food 
supplies and to produce weapons 
and munitions in adequate volume. 

All are essential to Canada’s war 
| effort, What is equally essential

is that our effort shall be in the 
truest sense a balanced effort. We 
must not fail in any of these 
directions, It is only by keeping all 
these demands upon our man- 
Power and resources in proper 
balance that our utmost effort will 
be achieved. It might be added 
that all this depends upon the 
satisfactory financing of the en- 
tire effort, 

At the outbreak of war, there 
were some 20 ships and less than 
2,000 men in the Royal Canadian 
navy. At the beginning of 1940, 
the navy had grown to 80 ships, 
and over 5,000 men; at the begin- 
ning of 1941, the numbers had risen 
to 175 ships and 14,800 men. At the 
beginning of this year, the navy 
comprised over 350 ships and 27,- 
600 men. 


AT OUTBREAK OF WAR 


At the outbreak of war, the per- 
manent active militia, as Canada’s 
regular army was then called, in- 
cluded about 4,500 men. By the 
end of 1939, the Canadian active 
force, to give the army its name at 
that date, had increased to over 
64,000 men. The Ist Canadian divi- 
sion had just arrived in Britain. ... 

At the close of 1941, there were 
more than 260,000 men in the Can- 
adian active army enlisted for ser- 
vice in any part of the world, 
About half this number were on 
active service outside of Can- 
ada.... 

Mention should also be made of 
the service army in which, at the 
end of 1941, some 140,000 men were 
enrolled. 


R.C.A.F, STRENGTH 


At the outbreak of war, the ac- 
tive strength of the Royal Canadian 
Air Force was some 4,000 all ranks. 
By the close of 1939, the strength 
had risen to over 8,000; by the close 
of 1940, it had reached 43,000; and 
by the close of 1941, it exceeded 
100,000 men... , 

Throughout 1940, there was con- 
stant criticism of the inadequency 
of Canada’s war production. No al- 
lowance was made for the length 
of time required to organize the 
production of complicated machines, 
most of which had never been made 
in Canada before. Today, however, 
the self-same critics are obliged to 
admit that Canada’s production has 
reached immense proportions, They 
now are giving exaggerated and dis- 
proportionate emphasis to another 
single aspect of our war effort, 

Indeed, not a few of the gov- 
ernment’s critics have become al- 
together too indifferent to war 
Production. They do not seem te 
realize, as the: government re- 
aliges, that, if Canadian produc- 
tion is te be pushed to the limit, 
many of the most difficult prob- 
lems are still ahead of us .. - 

Let me cite a few details: Our 
present shipbuilding program in- 
volves a total expenditure of over 
$500,000,000 We have built and are 
building large numbers of cor- 
vettes, minesweepers, patrol boats 
and motor torpedo boats. 

We are engaged in a merchant 
ship building program of consider- 
able proportions, so great in fact 
as nearly to equal Britain's own 
program, Canada is also engaged 
upon the construction of destroy- 
ers...+ 


PRODUCTION RECORDS 

At one time or another, since the 
war began, 15 types of aircraft have 
been produced in Canada. Pro- 
duction now is going to be concen- 
trated on seven modern types; an 
elementary trainer, two advanced 
trainers, two bombing and gunnery 
trainers, a flying boat, a twin-en- 
gine fighter and a _ long-range 
bomber, 

In addition to the production of 
new planes, some 30 plants distri- 
buted across Canada from Halifax 
to Vancouver are engaged in the 
overhaul and repair of planes. 

In order to meet the growing 
need, these facilities will require to 
be doubled during the next 12 
months, 

One of the mcst spectacular 
achievements has been the pro- 
duction of army vehicles, Nearly 
200,000 of all types have already 
been delivered. Army vehicles 
made in Canada are in use on 
every battlefield of this world- 
wide war. A large number of 
tanks and universal carriers have 
alse been delivered, Cansdian 
tanks have already been in action 
in RB. isla... 

A most striking fact about our 
war production is that the value of 


Britain since the war began has 
been at least as great as the cost 
of raising, equipping and maintain- 
ing Canada’s own armed forces. In 
the first two years of war their 
value exceeded $1,000,000,000. Bri- 
tain'’s need for these supplies has 
been so urgent that, in some cases, 
our own forces have gone short in 
order to fill more pressing require- 


ments for the armed forces of 
Britain. 

COST OUTLAY 

The cost of raising, equipping 


and maintaining our own armed 
forces and of building up the coun- 
try's defences has reached almost 
incredible heights. 

From the outbreak of war in Sep- 
tember, 1939, until March 31, 1940, 
during the planning and organiza- 
tional phase, these direct war ex- 
penditures amounted to some 
$118,000,000. 

In the fiscal] year April 1. 1940, 
to March 31, 1941, these expendi- 
tures totalled approximately $752,- 
000,000. 

The estimate of direct war ex- 
penditures for the present fiscal year 
‘April 1, 1941-March 1, 1942) was 
$1,450,000,000. Of this huge sum 
$851,000,000 had been expended by 
the end of 1941, 

Our direct war expenditure from 
the beginning of the war until Dec. 
31, 1941, had accordingly reached a 
total of $1,721,000,000 ... 

In addition to providing for our 
direct was expenditure, the gov- 
ernment also undertook to pro- 
vide whatever Canadian dollars 
were necessary to pay the Can- 
adian producers of war supplies 
for Britain. For this purpose, it 
hag been necessary, since the out- 
break of war, for the minister of 
finance to provide an additional 
$1,219,000,000. 

From this brief review, it will be 
seen that Canada’s war program has 
been a balanced program. The re- 
cord of achievement is a balanced 
record. What is more, this effort 
has been achieved by methods 
which have kept our country united. 
Indeed without unity of purpose 
and effort as a Nation, it could 
never have been achieved. 


PROGRAM FOR YEAR 

Let me come now to the program 
for the present year, which has been 
prepared in reference to the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1943. 

The navy already has 350 ships 
and over 27,000 men in the service. 
The program of expansion for 1942 
can be expressed very simply. Our 
ship-building capacity is being used 
to build ships for Britain and for 
Canada. Apart from the naval craft 
built for Britain, the navy will take 
all the ships Canada can build, and 
it will enlist and train the men 
required to man the ships. 

No limitation has been placed upon 
the number either of ships or men, 
save in s0 far as the number of 
available ships necessarily sets « 
limit to the numbers of men who can 
be enlisted for training. 

During 1942 it is proposed to 
create overseas a Canadian army 
of two army corps; one army corps 
te comprise three infantry divis- 
fons and two army tank brigades; 
the other te consist of two armor- 


the supplies we have provided for! ed divisions, 


In addition, all 
necessary ancillary units to serve 
these two corps will be provided. 

To reach this objective it will be 

necessary; first, to convert the pre- 
sent 4th division into an armored 
division and train and equip it for 
this special role and despatch it 
verseas in due course; second, to 
aise, equip, train and despatch 
overseas, another army tank brigade 
for use with the infantry divisions 
of the Canadian corps; third, to raise, 
equip, train and despatch additional 
ancillary troops both for the in- 
fantry corps and the new armored 
corps; fourth, to maintain and rein- 
force these two corps; fifth, to pro- 
vide headquarters staff organiz- 
ations for an army and an armored 
corps. 

CANADIAN DEFENCE 

It will, however, be recognized 
that the ultimate disposition of all 
troops necessarily depends upon 
circumstances which determine the 
course of the war. 


As for the territorial defence of 


Canada, special dispositions have 
been made where that seemed to be 
required, as a result of the outbreak 
of war with Japan. The garrisons 
of coast defences have been 
strengthened. Reserves have been 
allotted to deal with any likely em- 
ergency. 

A special reorganization and re- 
gtouping of reserve formations is 
under way right across Canada, 
and an emergency organization of 
active service personnel in train- 
ing centres or elsewhere is being 
established. 

Whether it will be necessary to 
mobilize another division for Cana- 
dian defence when the 4th armored 
division is despatched overseas will, 
of course, depend on developments 
in the intervening period. 

The situation in Canada in re- 
spect to anti-aircraft defence is im- 
proving each month as more equip- 
ment becomes available. New units 
are being mobilized in accordance 
with anticipated deliveries of equip- 
ment... 

Some increases in the (air) home 
war establishment must be anticip- 
ated. Of this, for obvious reasons, 
I canot be expected to give details. 

Thousands of young Canadians 
now are engaged in active opera- 
tions, and the augmentation of these 
numbers by air training will con- 
tinue to be the heaviest work of the 
R.C.A.F. in Canada. ..- 


PRODUCTIVE EFFORTS 

To the solution of this problem 
by means of the development of air 
cadets, pre-entry education, physi- 
cal training and conditioning and 
other means, the government is di- 
recting intensive study, 

The productive increases al- 
ready achieved by Canadian agri- 
culture have been little short of 
miraculous. Cheese production 
hap Increased by one-fifth, con- 
centrated milk output by two- 
thirds, hog production has doub- 
led, and egg production will soon 
be at an all-time high. For this 
third year of the war dairy farm- 
ers, hog producers and poultry 
men have been asked to produce

Canada has contracts with Great 
Britain for bacon, hams and other 
pork products amounting to 618,- 
000,000 pounds. The forthcoming 
agreement for cheese is expected 
to be for at least 125,000,000 pounds; 
675,000 cases of evaporated milk will 
probably, again this year, be re- 
quired by Britain. The present coi- 
tract for eggs is for 30,000,000 dozen, 
Further large contracts for summer 
and fall delivery are anticipated. 
Canada has also undertaken to sup- 
ply Britain with 4,500,000 pounds of 
honey; 510,000 barrels of fresh ap- 
ples; 425,000 cases of processed ap- 
ples; 300,000 cases of canned toma- 
toes; and other fruit and vegetable 
produc's in substantial quantities. 
Altogether, the value of the exports 
of the above commodities will be 
at least $180,000,000. Exports of the 
same products in the year before 
the war were valued at about $50.- 
RELY ON FARMERS 

If we do all in our power to help 
them meet their labor problems, we 
can, I know, count on Canadian 
farmers to do the rest. But the goal 
which is set for them for 1942 will 
demand their utmost effort, ... 

Canada's financial aid to Britain 
has amounted to this: The minister 
of finance has raised money in 
taxes and loans from the Canadian 
people to pay Canadian producers 
for ships and tanks and guns and 
planes and other munitions shipped 
overseas for the British army, navy, 
and air force ;also, to pay Canadian 
producers for aluminum, copper, 
steel, timber and other raw mate- 
rials needed for British war Indus- 
try; and, as well, to pay Canadian 
farmers and fishermen for the food 
Canada has sent overseas to feed 
the British people. 


FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS 
The British government has been 
able to acquire some Canadian 
money as a result of ordinary busi- 
ness transactions, such as the sale 
of British exports to Canada, and 
receipts from interest and divi- 
dends on Canadian securities. This 
money has been used to pay for a 
part of the British purchases. But

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Self Rationing 


Canadians are now asked to ration 
themselves in the matter of sugar, as 
those who drive cars were asked to be 
their own enforcers of gasoline rations, 
There will be immediate sneers of 
course from those who have no faith in 
the honesty and fairness of the average 
Canadian—and there are quite a num- 
ber who believe we average pretty low 
in the matter of voluntary self-denial. 

The new order is a law, not merely 
a request. Any one proved guilty of 
violating it is liable to a fine of $5,000. 
But machinery for enforcement is not 
to be created, unless found later to be 
necessary. For the reason that to hire 
officials to keep track of trade trans- 
actions all over the country, and to 
supply everybody with coupon books. 
would cost a lot of money. If the tax- 
payers want to save some money here 
is their chance. If they keep within the 
limit of sugar consumption there will 
not be any need to recruit another 
army of salary-drawers. 

The reason behind the order is not 
so much a scarcity of sugar as a scar- 
city of shipping. The hope is to cut 
down consumption by 20 per cent. As 
the price is to remain at present level, 
there is no financial advantage in try- 
ing to beat the regulations and stock 
up for the future. 


More Allied Striking Power 


The Allied air and sea attack which 
sank or damaged 28 Japanese warships 
and transports in Macassar strait was 
the first on any comparable scale. 
Many Jap. ships have been sent to 
the bottom in previous weeks, but 
usually by lone planes or submarines 
picking off a vessel or so from a small 
convoy. But the affair last week was 
an all-out engagement of powerful 
air and naval forces against a large and 
well protected fleet of transports. Ob- 
viously, the United nations are getting 
planes and warships on the scene in 
numbers, and the enemy will have less 
freedom of action—and heavier cas- 
ualties—in future. 

It is estimated at least 10,000 Japan- 
ese soldiers and sailors were lost in this 
single action. The figures are not out 
of line with the number of ships in the 
convoy and the number of hits scored 
by the attackers. The war-directors 
at Tokyo deliberately risked heavy 
losses when they decided to send a 
dozen, or perhaps two dozen, sizable 
expeditionary forces to widely separ- 
ated points in and around the East In- 
dies. These forces in transit, and the 
ships which keep them supplied with 
food and munitions will of course be 
favorite targets for Allied airmen and 
sea forces. 

It is quite possible that more Jap- 
anese soldiers may be drowned in this 
archipelago war than are killed fight- 
ing on land. 


Agreement Or Isolation 


The political “wild bull of the pam- 
pas” became more tractable at Rio de 
Janeiro, and Argentina joined its 
neighbor states in “recommending” 
that all 21 republics break off re- 
lations with the Axis. Chile, also hesi- 
tant, also finally agreed. With the un- 
derstanding that the action of the 
delegates must be ratified by the par- 
liaments of both states in order to be 
valid. 

That the two congresses will refuse 
to make the decision unanimous does 
not seem likely. For their delegates 
accepted the compromise resolution 
when news reached them from Wash- 
ington on as to what would be the con- 
Sequences of refusing. Some one at 
Washington sketched a plan for co- 
operative action by the assenting re- 
publics, which included the suspension 
of tariffs, the establishment of a com- 
mon currency, and the restriction of 
United States protection to countries 
which signed the pact. Then the Ar- 
gentine and Chilean delegates suddenly 
saw light. 

Such an arrangement would leave 
Argentina and Chile in commercial iso- 
lation if they stood aloof. They could 
do business nowhere but with Axis 
powers, and the present chances of 
doing business with them are not at- 
tractive. Stagnation and bankruptcy 
would fall surely and suddenly on both 
republics if they were thus cut off from 


hemisphere and Allied commerce. Their | 
congresses can hardly view that pros- | 


pect with any less concern than their 
representatives at Rio. 


Just A Holding Force? 


Despite the heavy toll exacted by 
British warships and planes, evidently 
considerable reinforcements and new 
supplies of equipment have reached 
Rommel. His army was in no condition 
to take the offensive two or three 
weeks ago, but in recent days has gone 
on the aggressive on a broad scale and 
now has many miles of recovered desert 
to show for it. That this sudden reviv- 
al came about without fresh arrivals 
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of men and tanks from beyond the 
Mediterranean is not at all likely. 

But neither is there anything in the 
reports to auggest this is the beginning 
of the super-blitzkrieg Hitler was sup- 
posed to have in mind for this winter 
either in Libya or in Asia Minor, The 
winter is well along. It was to be ex- 
pected the “winter campaign” so often 
and so ominously foretold by the seers 
would be well under way by this time. 
But it isn’t. And the new Rommel 
flare-up does not look like the opening 
move. 

Appearances may deceive, but it is 
possible the Fuehrer finds that he is too 
busy to organize a full-fledged attack 
on Egypt and the Middle East. Extri- 
cating his dwindling armies from Rus- 
sia would seem to be a full time job. 
Perhaps Rommel is only being kept in 
Libya because while he is there a large 
British army, and large naval and air 
forces, have to be kept in the Mediter- 
ranean area. 

It is fairly certain that the R.A.F. 
forces newly arrived at Malaya went 
there from Libya. But for the presence 
of Rommel’s threatening army, ground 
troops might also be sent to Singa- 
pore,

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What's In A Name?

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City Council’s Dilemma 

Editor, Bulletin: I read with great in- 
terest, the annual report on Edmonton's 
public-owned utilites, showing profits of 
over $1,000,000 for 1941. The City Commis- 
sioners charged the utilities more than 
$600,000 for taxes, such as would be levied 
On private concerns. The amount appears 
to be excessively high but no one will 
quarre] over that score. 

However, a great many people in Ed- 
monton will disagree with the idea that 
all surplus profits, after taxes, deprecia- 
tion, interest, ete, are charged, that the 
large remaining surplus should be used 
for the reduction of property taxes, The 
whose basis of public ownership of public 
utilities is that the best possible service 
should be rendered the public and excess 
profits be used to increase and expand the 
services and to reduce the cost to the pub- 
lic for such services, 

Taxes on real estate in Edmonton have 
been so excessive that they have destroy- 
ed the sale value to such an extent that the 
assessment figures have no bearing to the 


' penny in interest charges of any bond issue 


sale value at all. A property tax in ex- 
cess of 30 mills is considered by competent 
authorities, to be confiscation. For years, 
we have been paying more than 50 mills. 
Civic employees are entitled to fair 
wages and a cost of hdaad Php as im- 
posed on private indfistry. The dilemma of 
the City Council is how to reconcile fair 
wages and a cost of living bonus to its 
employees, to reduce taxes on real estate 
to 30 mills or less, pass on excess utility 
profits to the consumer and at the same 
time, meet debt charges under the so- 
called Fortin plan of refunding the city 
debt. The Fortin plan was not a refunding 
plan but a debt extension plan, which did 
not provide for the reduction of a single 


outstanding, bearing exorbitant interest 
rates ranging from 41% to as high as 7 per 
cént interest. 

The City Council should at once inves- 
tigate thé possibilities of retiring these 
high interest-bearing bonds and see if the 
Fortin agreement limits the right of the 
City to pay off the highest interest-bearing 
bonds immediately, Banks charge the City 
4 per cent interest, 

Money should be available to the City 
at about one-half the interest rates now 
being paid, which would effect a saving 
in debt charges of more than $500,000 a 
year,

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Canada’s “Lost Army” 

Editor, Bulletin: Necessities of war re- 
quire the full strength of our man-power. 
For that reason, the government of Canada 
is seeking release from its pledge not to 
invoke conscription, Yet all the time, two 
hundred thousand brawny, hard-muscled 
Canadians are being kept at the useless 
wartime job of mining and milling gold. 

Gold is the most useless of all economic 
metals. It costs as much as it will bring ta 
produce. Apart from the small amount 
used for filling teeth, gilding picture 
frames and making wedding rings, it has 
no €conomic uses, It is no longer used for 
minting coins. Indeed jt is a criminal 
offence to possess gold coin now. 

The peace-time function of gold, as a 
means of limiting the issue of paper cur- 
rency—thereby creating a market for the 
sale of banker’s credit—has passed with 
the coming of war. Every nation now is 
issuing vast sums of money against its 
national man-power and production, not 
against the gold bars in its vaults. 

The peace-time comedy of digging out 
gold from Nature's storehouse to hide it 
away under guard in man-made holes in 
the ground, in the belief that wealth is 
thereby created, becomes a tragic farce in 
war-time when the nation’s man-power 
is needed for the production of weapons of 
war, 

By establishing the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, the government of Canada 
has done a valued work. The Board is 
keeping prices from rising, and effecting 
savings in labor and material. Through 
its commodity Boards, it is conserving 
supplies of coal, iron, rubber, gasoline, 
aluminum, oil and the basic metals. Yet 
while these valued savings and economies 
are being made by the Board, the govern- 
ment permits the labor of a vast army of 
its most skilled workers to be wasted in 
producing this useless yellow metal. 

Commonsense dictates that, as a war- 
time measure, work in the gold mines of 
Canada cease and the skilled labor and 
engineering thus saved be placed at min- 
ing and milling iron, copper, zinc, lead, 
nickel, chrome and the many other neces- 
sary metals required in war. 

For the sake of wealthy investors in 
Successful gold mines, a great “lost army” 
of 200,000 Canadians becomes a drag in- 
Stead of a help in waging war against 
totalitarianism, J.S.C.

No phase of a world war ig unimport- 
ant. But certain stages—like the present 
—are so crucial as to loom above other 
periods in their long-run significance. 

The audacious enemy is fighting fierce- 
ly, and without counting the cost, on many 
far-flung fronts. It is absolutely impossi- 
ble to determine on how many additional 
fronts and with how much additional force 
he may strike in the im- 
mediate future, 

Unfortunately at this 
particular moment, the 
allied nations do not have 
sufficent ships, planes, 
tanks and trained men to 
cope adequately with the 
enemy on the existing 
fronts. It follows that 
there are not sufficient 
resources inmen and ma- 
terial to adequately pre- 
pare for all the conceiv- 
able blows the enemy 
now may be preparing. . 

It is obvious that the Axis strategy is 
to open up as many new fronts as possible 
and so try to exhaust our limited re- 
sources of men and equipment. 

This is probably why the Japanese are 
preparing to strike at Australia now in- 
stead of waiting for the fall of Singapore. 

For Hitler knows that if we can hold 
him off and hold off his fellow gangsters 
during the next eight or twelve months, 
we shall then have such an overwhelming 
superority in trained men, fighting ships 
and war material as to render our victory 
absolutely certain,

Fruits Of Wheat Policy 


Department of Agriculture Gives * 


Some Figures on Results of 
1941 Policy 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA. — While a national wheat 
policy for 1942 is in process of formation, 
information regarding the results of 1941 
policy is becoming available. Officers of 
the departmeint of agriculture, according 
to Hon, J. G. Gardiner, are compiling rec- 
ords on the basis of each municipality in 
the prairie provinces, to show the distribu- 
tion of payments made on an acreage basis 
with respect to 1941 crop. So far the rec- 
ords are not complete, and inferences to 
be drawn cannot be regarded as final. But 
when completed, the information will be 
published and furnished to each muni- 
cipality, 

The final test of the policy is what the 
farmer received. As Mr. Gardiner said 
on March 12, 1941, in parliament, in an- 
nouncing the wheat acreage payment pol- 
icy, “It will be necessary for the farmer 
to obtain a net return from the lands 
which were in wheat last year at legst 
equal to that of 1940.” The agreed mini- 
mum of western farm income, at that time, 
was $325,000,000, and latest official infor- 
mation at Ottawa indicates that a level of 
$360,000,000 was in fact distributed to 
western farmers in the aggregate, through 
sale of products and through government 


payments, 
In Districts 


But what the farmer is interested in, is 
his own. position and that of his own dis- 
trict. The records will shed light on that 
point. Government payments were avail- 
able in three categories. They were the 
wheat acreage reduction payments 
(W.A.R.); prairie farm assistance pay- 
ments (P.F.A.A.); and prairie farm income 
supplement (P.F.I.). 

Only a few records have been com- 
pleted, and those only in Saskatchewan so 
far. Rural municipality No. 45, at Man- 
kota, in southern Saskatchewan, is the 
home of 380 farmers. The records of pay- 
ments is: 


$214,300 
Crop Average 
The crop averaged 5.4 bushels of wheat 
per acre, and 199,000 bushels were deliv- 
ered. On the basis of 5542 cents in value 
on the farm, plus government payments, 


the distribution of funds from wheat in 
this municipality works out to $1.63 per 
bushel. The grants were worth $1.08 per 
bushel in this poor crop area, 


At Gravelbourg, Sask., R.M. 104 shows 
a similar record. There are 458 farmers 
in the municipality. As in other cases, 
not all farmers participated in all grants,

In the 20-bushe] crop area, R.M. 124 at 
Kipling, Sask., showed different results. 
There are 418 farmers in this municipality, 
Of these, 321 qualified for wheat acreage 
reduction grants, and, as in all cases, 
everyone received prairie farm income 
grants, There were no P.F.A.A. grants,

In this municipality the grants were 
worth 18 cents a bushe] on wheat deliver- 
ed, which amounted to 414,000 bushels out 
of a crop of 448,000 bushels. But the wheat 
was worth 552 cents, bringing the net 
value on the farm of wheat sold to 73% 
cents. In this case, it is estimated the net 
return to the farmer worked out to $12.60 
| an acre on the average.

Disposal Problem 

How to use most effective, from the 
standpoint of eventual victory, the military 
resources now at the disposition of the 
allied nations is, therefore, the supreme 
question of the hour. é ; 

It is so complex and fraught with so 
many potentialities that as yet the allied 
governments and people have not reached 
a common answer, 

The Russians, who have administered 
the only really devastating blows the Axis 
as yet has experienced, consider theirs 
the most important phase of the war, They 
have forced the Germans to retreat stead- 
ily for two months and are convinced 
that when the present bitterly cold weath- 
er ameliorates they can continue to force 
back the Germans with heavy German 
losses, 

So Russia clamors for those American 
fighter planes and tanks whjch the Harri- 
man-Beaverbrook mission promised them 
for winter delivery and which, apparently, 
have reached them only in part. 

Many experts are convinced that Hitler 
cannot win the war without mastery of 
Africa and thus regard the present battle 
in Libya as of the utmost importance. 

But General Rommel, Hitler’s African 
commander, has proved to be one of the 
ablest generals in the war and it is feared 
that without a considerably larger British 
force and many additional heavy tanks, 
planes, etc, the Axis may remain well 
entrenched in North Africa. 


Eastern Activities 


Despite the hard going in Russia, Hitler 
has transferred pilots and planes from 
Russia to North Africa. He has been ham- 
mering fiercely at Malta and putting the 
thumbscrews on Turkey. He has been 
making his Hungarian and other allies con- 
tribute additional troops to the armies he 
is assembling in the Balkans. 

Does Hitler contemplate an early as- 
sult on the Suez and the oil fields of the 
Middle East in conjunction with Rommel’s 
forces in Libya? Must not additional Brit- 
ish and American men and materials be 
concentrated in this strategically import- 
ant area? 

How do we know that the Balkan and 
Libyan armies are not feints designed to 
distract attention from some bold German 
attempt to shut the western entrance to 
the Mediterranean and seize Dakar for 
even bolder assaults on allied communica- 
tions in the Atlantic and vulnerable points 
in South America and even in North Am- 
erica? 

Axis audacity makes a fresh attempt to 
invade the British Isles or a blow at this 
continent far from inconceivable. 

The men responsible for defeating the 
Axis cannot afford to overlook any of 
these possibilities and must allocate their 
forces as shrewdly as possible over this 
vast territory, 


In the Pacific 

But, vast as it is, this area is by no 
means the entire front. 

There also is the Western Pacific where 
Japan is advancing with appalling speed 
on an amazing number of fronts. The Nip- 
ponese are laying their greedy fingers on 
strategic positions from which it may not 
be impossible to dislodge*them without 
immense sacrifice in lives and material, 

They are gaining control of raw mae 
terfals which greatly enhance their mili- 
tary power and may enable them to fight 
months or years longer than would be the 
case if effective resistance could be offered 
right now, 

Aside from the obvious advantages to 
the British and to the Americans of having 
the Japanese enemy so well entrenched 
and heeled by these victories, there is the 
poignancy of the plight of the Australians 
and the Dutch. 

The Japanese are getting alarmingly 
close to Singapore, They are making heads 
way in their attacks on the Netherlands 
Indies, They have had the temerity to 
strike against Australia’ while Malaya, 
Burma, the Dutch Indies, China and even 
the Philippines are still unconquered. 

This is a war of vast surprises, 

The next few months or even weeks 
may see new fronts opened up in amazing 
| and alarming places,

British exports to Canada are 
necessarily ona _ diminishing 
scale. ... 


For the past year, Britain has ur- 
gently required from Canada vast 
quantities of munitions and sup- 
plies. These Canada has created 
the capacity to produce. The Can- 
adian producers have been paid in 
Canadian money by the Canadian 
government. Canada, in turn, has 
been credited on the books of Bri- 
tain with English money, which, 
however, cannot be spent in Can- 
ada. In this way, Canada’s surplus 
store of English money has been 
assuming larger and larger propor- 
tions, What, in effect, all this really 
means, is that Britain has a steadily 
growing war debt in Canada. .. 

We know that huge external 
debts created suspicion and bitter- 
ness between nations. The govern- 
ment is anxious to avoid the crea- 
tion of similar difficulties in the 
post-war relations between Britain 
and Canada.... ~° 


ON NEW FOOTING 

The government, accordingly, is 
proposing to the British govern- 
ment that the financial arrange- 
ments between Canada and Britain 
should be placed on a new footing. 
The offer which is being made is 
one which we have reason to be- 
lieve will be warmly welcomed by 
the British government, 

In so far as past traMsactions 
are concerned, the proposal is to 
convert the major portion of the 
pounds sterling which have ac- 
cumulated to Canada’s credit in 
London Into a loan to the United 
Kingdom of $700,000,000 in Cana- 
dian money. 

It is proposed that, during the 
war, the loan will be reduced by 
the proceeds of any sales made to 
persons outside the United King- 
dom, of Canadian dollar securities 
now held by residents of the 
United Kingdom, aNd also by the 
proceeds of the redemption or re- 
payment of any Canadain securities 
held in the United Kingdom. 


PURCHASE SECURITIES 

As soon as practicable after the 
war, it is proposed, however, that 
the governments of the two coun- 
tries should arrange an appropriate 
rate of interest to apply from that 
time forward, and make appro- 
priate provisions for retiring the 
loan. 

Since the beginning of the war, 
approximately $400,000,000 in Cana- 
dian money has been made avail- 
able to Britain through the pur- 
chase by our government of Cana- 
dian government securities held in 
Britain. In other words, our gov- 
ernment, during the war, has been 
paying off a part of the Dominion’s 
external debt. 

Under the arrangement now pro- 
posed, the Canadian government 
will purchase outright the remains 
ing Dominion government and Ca- 
nadian National Railway securities 
owned by residents of Britain, esti- 
mated in amount at some $295,000,- 
000, This means that the Canadian 
government will, before it becomes 
due, pay off its own remaining debt 
in Britain.

pay the present owners of these 
securities in pounds sterling. The 
Canadian government, in turn, 
will pay the British government 
for the securities in Canadian dol- 
lars. 

For the future, in addition to the 
financial provision for raising and 
maintaining Canada’s own armed 
forces, the government will, as a 
part of Canada’s direct contribu- 
tion to the defeat of the Axis, ask 
parliament to make provision for 
meeting Britain's shortage of Cana- 
dian dollars by supplying, free of 
charge and without obligation, to 
Britain, munitions of war, raw ma- 
terials, and foodstuffs up to an 
amount of $1,000,000,000. 


OUTRIGHT CONTRIBUTION 

Such provision would mean that 
thereafter Canada's direct war ef- 
fort would include in addition to 
her armed forces, an outright con- 
tribution of war supplies on a vast 
scale. 

The proposals I have outlined 
will, it is anticipated, suffice to 
Incet the requirements of the 
United Kingdom for Canadian war 
supplies until early in 1943, 

In announcing this offer, I wish 
to draw particular attention to 
the fact that the financial bur- 
den of war now being borne by 
the Canadian people will not be 
increased by the proposed fin- 
ancial arrangements with the 
United Kingdom. Canada has al- 
Teady undertaken to supply the 
Canadian money required by Bri- 
tain to pay for Canadian war sup- 
plies. 

Whether this money is provided 
in the form of/a loan to Britain, 
or of a direct contribution to the 
defeat of Hitler, will not change 
the number of dollars which the 
Canadian people are already com- 
mitted to raise for the prosecution 
of the war. 

I now have outlined the program 
for the coming year; I have shown 
that, in every aspect of Canada's 
war effort we plan to move for- 
ward to the limit of the country's 
capacity; it remains for me to give 
some indication of the total finan- 
cial burden which the program will 
involve. 


ESTIMATE OF COST 

Little more than a rough estimate 
of the cost can be given at this 
stage. The minister of finance (Hon. 
J. L. Usley) will be somewhat more 
precise when he introduces the war 
appropriations. But the provisional 
estimate at this stage is $3,000,000,- 
000. 


gun. If we are to achieve a total 
effort, far more drastic curtailments 
will follow. 


The whole business of mobilis- 
ing material resources is not spec- 
tacular; it is far from pleasant; 
but it is the real foundation of a 
total war effort. The government 
has never hesitated to take any 
of the necessary steps at the mo- 
ment it was believed they were 
essential. 


I turn now to the question of the 
mobilizing of “manpower”, which 
term, by the way, when it is used 
without definite restriction, is in- 
tended to comprehend ‘“woman- 
power” as well.... 

National selective service is the 
method by which the government 
proposes to accomplish the mobil- 
ization of manpower on an extend- 
ed scale. Let me define national 
service as it is understood by the 
government. By national service 
is meant any form of service, either 
voluntary or compulsory, which 
contributes directly to Canada’s 
war effort, 


SELECTIVE SERVICE 

By national selective service 1s 
meant the selection of men ana 
women for the various forms of 
national service according to the 
method or methods calculated to 
produce the most satisfactory re- 
sults. In order to be selective, na- 
tional service does not necessarily 
need to be compulsory. 

Voluntary service is also selec- 
tive, The army, for example, does 
not accept every man who offers 
to enlist. In finding the right place 
for a man, no quality is likely to 
count for more than willingness to 
serve, Compulsion is only of value 
where it serves to ensure a greater 
total effort. 

“Wherever necessary and of 
value in increasing Canada's war 
effort, the government is pre- 
Pared to employ compulsion.” 

It would, however, be a waste of 
effort to engage a small army of 
officials to compel people to do 
what they are perfectly ready and 
willing to do without compulsion, 

In announcing that national 
selective service is the method by 
which the government proposes to 
accomplish the mobilization of 
manpower on an extended scale, 
the government is not announcing a 
new policy. What we propose to do 
is to extend what, in fact, we have 
been doing right along, that is, to 
apply the principle progressively. 


BEATIN’ THE BLITZ 


The financial advisers of the 
government believe that this huge

AUGMENT MANPOWER 


The government now proposes to 
apply the compulsory powers of nai- 
ional selective service to other as- 
pects of the war effort as well as to 
military service. These powers wili 
be applied selectively and progress- 
ively to those activities where it is 
considered by the government that 
their application will contribute to 
the goal of a total effort. 

It has not been necessary, nor 
would it, indeed, have been helpful 
at an earlier stage to make demands 
upon the nation such as the govern- 
ment has in contemplation, and as 
will be set forth as the session pro- 
ceeds. 

I shall confine myself to saying 
that the extended policy of select- 
ive service will comprehend mea- 
sures to increase the supply of 
manpower available for war in- 
dustry and for the armed forces; 
also measures to safeguard and, 
where necessary, to assist in pro- 
viding agricultural jabor required 
to expand war production on the 
farm. 

These objects it is proposed to 
achieve by positive action to in- 
crease the mobility of available 
manpower, to add to the number of 
women available for employment, 
and to facilitate the transfer of labor 
from non-essential occupations to 
direct employment in the further- 
ance of the war effort. 


COMPULSORY SERVICE 


The policy also envisages improve- 
ments in the method of selecting 
men for compulsory military train- 
ing and service, 


Th administrative machinery re- 
quired to carry out the proposed 
measures equitably and efficiently 
will necessarily be intricate and 
complicated. 


The government hag no desire to 
add unduly—which means waste- 
fully—to governmental machinery, 
It is imperative that we avoid using 
men and women for unnecessary 
tasks. 


In those aspects of our war effért 
in which voluntary methods are 
working. satisfactorily, voluntary 
selection, including a measure of 
choice by the individual of the ap- 
propriate field of service, will be 
continued. 

The use of the more expensive 
and complicated methods of com- 
pulsion will be confined to those 
branches of our war effort where it 
ig felt that compulsory selection 
will increase its efficiency. ... 


Every honorable member of this 
house knows that, except for the 
assurance that, in the event of a 
European war, there would be no 
conscription for service overseas, 
this parliament would never have 
decided, in the immediate and un- 
animous manner in which it did, 
to stand at the side of Britain in 
the resistance of aggression, and 
the defence of freedom. 


Honorable members are also 
aware that if, at the time when 
Canada’s participation in the war 
was challenged in an election in the 
province of Quebec by a govern- 
ment professing a different political 
faith, a like assurance with respect 
to service overseas had not been 
given in the name of the present 
government by the late Rt. Hon. 
Ernest Lapointe, by the minister of 
public works (Hon. P. J. A. Cardin) 
and other Liberal leaders and mem- 
bers of this House of Commons from 
the province of Quebec, the verdict 
of the people of that province might 
have been wholly different. 


GOVERNMENT'S PROMISE 

When, three months later, the 
direction of the war effort of Can- 
ada by the present administration 
was challenged—though from an 
opposite extreme—by a resolution 
of the legislature of the province 
of Ontario, and the administration 
appeafed to the people of Canada in 
a genera] election, the government 
gave the assurance that, if return- 
ed to power, it would continue to 
maintain the policy of no conscrip- 
tion for service overseas. 

Not only the government, but 
the then leader of the Conserva- 
tive party—a party disguised it is 

true, for the time being, as the 
National Government party, took 
an equally strong stand in opposi- 
tion to conscription for overseas 
service, 

The candidates, not of one polit- 
ical party only, but the vast major- 
ity of candidates in the general 
election gave their constituents to 
understand that they were opposed 
to a policy of conscription for over- 
seas service. 


INJURIOUS CONTROVERSY 

Outside parliament altogether, 
the political skies now have be- 
come so Overcast with controversy, 
promoted by high pressure methods 
and highly financed publicity, that 
the nature and extent of Canada’s 
war effort is not only being ob- 
scured, but is in danger of being 
seriously impaired. 

If the issue of conscription for 
Service overseas is to be fought out, 
the place for it to be fought out is 
On the floor of this parliament. 


Quite apart from the contro- 
versy which has arisen, there are 
the strongest of reasons why the 
government should, at this time 
of gravest crisis in the world’s 
history, possess complete freedom 
te act in accordance with Its 
judgment of the needs of the sit- 
uation as they may arise, subject

only to iis responsibility to par- 
lament.... 

In a world situation so involved, 
with enemies on every front, with 
no one able to say what the out- 
come of battle in other parts of the 
world may bring of immediate and 
increased danger to our own land, 
the government feels strongly that 
it should be perfectly free to re- 
commend to parliament whatever 
course of action it deems essential 
to the security of our own country, 
and to the preservation of freedom 
in our own and other lands. . ... 


THREE MEANS @ 

There are, as I see it, three means 
by which this release could be ob- 
tained: 

The first would be by means of a 
general election. In a general elec- 
tion at this time the issue of con- 
scription for service overseas would 
become one of the issues and, in 
existing circumstances, would al- 
most certainly be the main issue. 

The second would be by means 
of a referendum solely with refer- 
ence to the question of conscrip- 
tion for service overseas. 

The third would be by means 
of a plebiscite, not to obtain a 
decision with respect to conscrip- 
tion, but solely with the object of 
releasing the government from 
any obligation arising out of any 
past commitments restricting the 
methods of raising men for mill- 
tary service.... 

The government is of the opinion 
that neither a general election nor a 
referendum on the question of con- 
scription is either advisable or 
necessary. 

As for a+ general election, apart 
from the fact that the government 
has every reason to believe it con- 
tinues to possess the confidence of 
the country, it would not. we be- 
lieve, be in the interest of the people 
themselves, in the existing crisis, to 
leave the country without a parlia- 
ment for the time which it would 
take to hold a general election. 
PLEBISCITE DIFFERS 

Moreover, other issues entering in, 
it would not be possible to say that 
the verdict of the people, whatever 
it might be, had related solely to 
the issue of the application of con- 
scription for overseas service. 

The objection to a referendum on 
conscription is that far from free- 
ing the hands of the government it 
would be a specific request to the 
people to make a decision with re- 
spect to conscription. As I have al- 
ready said, the proper place to de- 
bate the question as to the extent 
to which conscription should be ap- 
plied is on the floor of parliament. 


A plebiscite differs from a re- 
ferendum in that 9 plebiscite is 
taken to ascertain the views of the 
People, where a referendum is a 
Tquest for a decision by the people 
on a specific plan or project. 

‘The government does not believe 
that it would be fair to the people 
to ask them to make military decis- 
ions, It is, as I already have said, 
not possible. in war time, to make 
public adequate information on 
which wise judgments can be made. 
FULL RESPONSIBILITY 

In consulting the people by pleb- 
iscite, the government is not throw- 
ing on the people the responsibility 
of making a military decision. It 
is asking the people to give the yov- 
ernment full power and full re- 
Sponsibility to take whatever mili- 
tary decisions the government, in 
the light of all its knowledge, be- 
lieves to be necessary. In consult- 
ing the people, therefore, we are 
not shirking responsibility, we are 
asking for full responsibility. 

A course completely different 
from any one of the three I have 
mentioned has been suggested. [t 
is that the government should ig- 
nore commitments altogether, re- 
frain from any consultation with 
or reference to the people, and 
here and now immediately put in 
force conscription for service over- 
seas. 

I 8m perfectly sure that were 
dny government to proceed in 
any such arbitrary manner. com- 
pletely disregarding the will of 
the people as expressed in the 
past, or as it might be expressed 
in the present, i¢ would find any 
such attempt effectively thwart- 
ed by the peoples’ representatives 
in parliament, 

Personally, I reject as unworthy 
of consideration, any course of ac- 
tion by this or any parliament 
which ignores the authority from 
which parliament and the govern- 
ment alike derive their power, 1 
reject as still more unworthy the 
suggestion that the government 
should break the solemn pledges 
given and repeated time and again 
to the electorate, , , . 
SUGGESTION RESENTED 


Perhaps I should add that yet an- 
other course of action has been 
suggested. It is that I should re- 
sign and advise His Excellency the 
Governor-General to cal] on some 
other person to form a government 
which would ignore all Past com- 
mitments and undertake to enforce 
Conscription without any prior con- 
Sultation with the people. In other 
words, I am being asked to “sell my 
birthright for their mess of pot- 
tage," and to destroy whatever 
confidence the people of Canada 
may possess in my honor as a pub- 
lic man, and. in doing so, also to 
destroy the confidence they possess 
in the honor and integrity of the 
government. 

The government, having, for the 
reasons I have mentioned, decid- 
ed te seek from the people, by 
means of a plebiscite, release from 
any obligation arising out of any 
Past commitments, proposes, with- 
out delay, to introduce legislation 
to set up the required machinery 
for conducting the plebiscite at 
the earliest possible date. The 
Plebiscite will be taken with the 
minimum of expense consistent 
with equitable and efficient pro- 
vision for 9 full and honest ex- 
Pression of the views of the peo- 
ple. 

I need scarcely say that in the 
machinery which may be necessary 
for the conduct of the plebiscite, 
Specia] provision will be made for 
ascertaining the views of the men 
on active service in the armed 
forces.

GODBOUT SPEECH LIKE 
BOMBSHELL IN OTTAWA

OTTAWA Jan. 27—The speech 
of Quebec's Adelard Godbout in 
Montreal last night dropped on 

Parliament Hill this morning like 
a land mine. 

The report, according to the Eng- 
lish translation which is incomplete 
and perhaps was written with an 
eye to national effect. declared that 
Prime Minister King has always 
been against conscription for over- 
seas service and will not apply it 
to Canada. Undoubtedly Mr. King 
will be under fire in the Commons 
this afternoon. 

This correspondent doesn't know 
what Mr. King’s answer will be 
but the Godbout statement, whe- 
ther or not it is accurate, illustrates 
the difficulties of running three by- 
elecions in Quebee concurrently 
with a nationa] conscription plebis- 
cite. 

CANADA FOR IT 


It was obvious in Mr. King’s 
speech last night that above all else 
he desires not to make a commit- 
ment respecting conscription for 
overseas service prior to the pleb- 
iscite verdict. Behind the gcenes, 
it is an open secret that the whole 
plan of the plebiscite, the merit in 
it, is bringing Quebec to accept 
conscription by revealing through 
the plebiscite that Canada is for it. 
Such a verdict would confront 
Quebec with the alternatives of 
isolation and revolt or of co-opera- 
tion with English-speaking Canada. 
The opinion of the Quebec mem- 
bers of the cabinet, definitely, is 
that under such circumstances Que- 
bec will choose to co-operate. 

The success of this plan, *of 
course, depends upon refraining 
from outright declarations of in- 
tention until the plebiscite has been 
held and for this reason the re- 
port of the Godbout speech is a 
serious complication. 

The consensus here this morn- 

ing is that if Mr.’ Godbout has 
been accurately reported, a more 
definite declaration of policy 
with respect to overseas con- 
scription will have to be forth- 
coming from the government, 
y The impact of the plebiscite pol: | 
icy on the Liberal Party wil] be- 
Come evident as the debate pro- 
ceeds and earlier forecasts of bolters 
can now be confirmed. The extrem- 
ists on both wings of the party will 
oppose the policy. The first bolter 
to reveal himself, it is expected, will 
be Ross Gray, Liberal member for 
West Lambton, who is expected to 
make his declaration in the Com- 
mons within 48 hours. On the 
other extreme, J. F. Pouliot, Liberal 
member for Temiscouata, and Max- 
ime Raymond, Liberal member for 
Beauharnois-Laprairie, are reported 
as certain to oppose the government, 
They are said to be adamantly op- 
posed to overseas conscription, 


OVERSEAS SERVICE 

In his speech last night, Mr, King 
said that the government would 
bring the question of conscription 
to parliament before applying it. 
By this, it is learned, he did not 
mean that conscription wil] be ap- 
plied by statute. The intention is 
to cal] men for overseas service pre- 
cisely as they are now called for 
home defence. He meant that be- 
fore conscription is applied the gov- 
ernment will introduce an amend- 
ment to the National Mobilization 
Act striking out the section which 
forbids the calling of men for over- 
Seas service. 


ing the procedure to be followed in 
holding the proposed plebiscite. The 
question which the government pro- 
poses to submit to the people is the 
simple and straight-forward ques- 
tion: 

“Are you in favor of releasing the 
government from any obligation 
arising out of any past commitments 
restricting the methods of raising 
men for military service?” 

It will be seen that in seeking 
freedom for itself to act on all 
matters pertaining to war in ac- 
cordance with its judgment, the 
government is taking 8 course 
which will remove all legitimate 
excuse for controversy, and the 
course best calculated to maintain 
the unity of the country in this 
time of war. 

In the presentation of the plebis- 
cite to the electorate the desire of 
the administration to possess com- 
plete freedom of action will, of 
course, receive the vigorous and 
wholehearted support of all mem- 
bers of the government. It will, I 
hope, receive the support of every 
member of parliament and will, I 
believe, receive the support of the | 
Canadian people, |

ing. This sum cannot be compared 
with the $2,000,000 turnover at 
peacetime sales, but it was an “n- 
couraging figure for wartime. 

The return of the Aga Khan to | 
racing was another good omen. Qne | 
of the biggest owners in peacetime, | 
he was not represented on the turf 
last year, but his buyers spent more 
than $100,000 at Newmarket and his 
colors will be seen again next 
season, 

To keep racing going, however, 
needs more than just brave owners. 
The public has to be considered 
and one of the briehtest prospects 
for 1942 is the fact that its main 
features all promise great crowd- 
drawing appeal. 


ROYAL ENTRIES FAVORED 

The reason is that favorites for 
the classics—the Derby, the St 
Leger, the Oaks, and the 1,000 and 
2,000 Guineas—are owned by the 
King. 

People will go far to see a royal 
winner and in the filly Sun Chariot 
and the colt Big Game, unbeaten 
co-champions of the two-year-old 
division last season—His Majesty 
has two great horses. 

This year will not be a bumper 
season—national hunt racing now 
in progress is barely getting by— 
but it will be an interesting one, 
and as long as interest can be main- 
tained the men who run the sport 
will see that it does not die. 

Wartime racing problems began 
after Dunkerque when the sport 
was almost liquidated by cancella- 
tion of all meetings. 

Britain was invasion-conscious 
and had no mind for sport, But the 
invasion did not come and in Aug- 
ust the ban was lifted and the 
hectic and curtailed season began. 


BIT OF A HANDICAP 

The first meeting came at the 
height of the Battle of Britain and 
the spectators did not know whe- 
ther to watch the ponies on the turf 
or the Spitfires and Messerschmitts 
in the sky. 

Most of them chose the sky and 
when 1940 was over scarcely an 
owner showed a profit. 

British owners are a game lot, 
however, and they went ahead with 
plans for 1941. Last year there 
were only 86 racing days compared 
with 331 in 1938, but at that it was 
better than 1940. 

Stakes again were small, but a 
well-balanced field kept up interest 
and Lord Glanely, the leading own- 
er, won $50,000 compared with 
ae won by the top owner in 
1940. 


GASOLINE GRUDGED 

Racing has not been without its 
critics. Every classic had its reper- 
cussions in published photographs 
of hundreds of automobiles at the 
course and estimates of the gallons 
of gasoline used to take them there 
and the number of hours wasted 
which might have been spent on the 
war effort. 

Newspapers and government of- 
ficials received letters from citizens 
who could not reconcile themselves 
to feeding race horse oats which 
merchant seamen had transported 
to Britain at the risk of their lives 


GOVERNMENT SYMPATHETIC 


The government gave a sym- 
pathetic hearing to complaints but 
took a firm stand in support of the 
Sport, pointing out that horses are 
limited to the bare number needed 
to keep racing going. 

In answer to complaints about 
vals for National Hunt horses, Ag- 
riculture Minister R. S. Hudson said 
only 750 tons a season were alloted

Budget, Larger 


Municipal Units 


Preliminary pal of the 
Alberta budget for the fiscal year 
1948-43 andthe gevernment’s pro- 
posal to establish larger municipal 
districts were subjects of study at 
the opening of the pre-session cau- 
cus of Social Credit members of 
the legislature, Tuesday. 


Most of the members were present 
for the opening session of the caucus, 
which is discussing plans for the 
legislative session which opens 
Thursday. Procedure of the caucus 
was organized and committees 
struck. 

The caucus will continue during 
the afternoon and possibly hold an 
evening s{tting, Premier William 
Aberhart stated at noon Tuesday. 

Discussion of the budget was in 
relation te the dominion-provin- 
clal agreement under which in- 
come and corporation taxes will 
be transferred to the federal gov- 
ernment during the war, as this 
agreement may require certain 
changes in the estimates. Study of 
this would continue in the after- 
noon, the premier said. 

The caucus, which is expected to 
Conclude late Wednesday, also will 
study new debt legislation which 
it is stated will be necessary as re- 
sult of court rulings that certain 
Provincia] debt laws were invalid. 
Discussion of the budget and mun- 
icipal units also will be concluded.

May y Substitute 
Horse For City 
Power Vehicles 


Edmonton has on its oat bin 
payroll 44 employees, who have 
taken on renewed importance 
since the Japanese went on the 

fampage in the far-off Pacific. 
The 44 referred to are the horses 
still used by the city. utilised 
chiefly for scavenging services. 

Roll call of the city owned 
equines was given at Monday’s city 
council meeting in a report on 
horse-drawn equipment from City 
Engineer A, W. Haddow, obtained 
at the request of Ald. F. J. Mitchell. 
Ald Mitchell requested the infor- 
mation to ascertaii’ to what extent 
gasoline and motor services in gen- 
eral might be saved by the in- 
creased utilization of horses in the 
war crisis, 

ENGINEER'S REPORT 

The city engineer reported that 
horse-drawn equipmeht is at pres- 
ent utilized mainly for scavenging 
services and if there is any restric- 
tion in motorized equipment it 
would be necessary to supplement 
existing horse-drawn equipment. 

There is motorized equipment 
used for construction and mainten- 
ance of roadways, for which there 
are three caterpillar graders, one 
diesel heavy grader and one gaso- 
line heavy grader. There are four 
street cleaning, sprinkling and 
flushing trucks and. there are two 
trucks used in the central city 
scavenging service. 

In the summer, gravel hauling 
for street maintenance, is done by 
motorized equipment. 

The engineer finished his report 
with the suggestion that some of 
the lighter work might be under- 
taken by horse-drawn equipment 
but warned that substitution of 
horse-drawn equipment for the 
heavy work, such as grading and 
gtavel hauling would mean greatly 
increased costs. 

STREET CAR LIGHTING 

Another report that was received 
as information was one from Supt. 
Thomas Ferrier of the street rail- 
way depatment on the possibility of 
better lighting in street cars. 

Request for a report was made 
by Ald. C. E. Gariepy. 

Supt. Ferrier reported that #v- 
eral experiments had been carried 
out in the car shops, which had 
made clear the present lighting ar- 
rangements cannot be changed or 
the capacity of the lamps increased 
without re-wiring the various cir- 
cuits. The costs for changing all cars 
would be approximately $6,500, as 
it would entail stripping off the 
interior woodwork. 

The superintendent promised that 
efforts would be continued to make 
improvements abe lighting.

Fre Chief On 
Water Pressure 


Pressure from hose noszsies 
playing on the Metropolitan Un- 
ited Church fire on the morning 
of January 1 last was low for 
about six minutes, while a pump 
was being hooked up to the hyd- 
rant, a report by Fire Chief 
James Macgregor, placed before 
the city council at its meeting 
Monday night, revealed. 

The report, which was received as 

‘information by council, was submit- 
ted in answer to a query by Ald. 
H. D, Ainlay at a previous meeting. 
Ald. Ainlay stated he had heard 
complaints to the effect that the 
water pressure was not sufficient to 
cope with the fire. 

SUBMITS REPORT 

The following report was received 
from Chief Macgregor: 

“The average pressure at hyd- 
tants in the vicinity of the Metro- 
politan Church is 45 pounds. 

“Two lines of 2% inch fire hose 
were laid from the hydrant, each 
measuring 450 feet; the pressure at 
the nozzle end of the lines was then 
reduced to 16 pounds, throwing a 
stream a distance of 25 feet. This 
condition existed until the pumper 
was hooked up to the hydrant and 
the pressure at the hydrant boosted 
to 100 pounds, enabling a stream to 
be thrown 65 feet. 

“The time necessary for the 
change over is six minutes (ap- 
proximate). (Change over means 
from the time the hose is first 
laid from the hydrant until the 
Pumper returns te hydrant and 
under pressure).” 

Chief Macgregor’s, explanation 
was received without further com- 
ment by members of the council. 


Consumers Ask 
Milk Inquiry 
Be Held Here 


Recommendation that a gen- 
eral inquiry be made into the 
milk situation in Edmonton, with 
a view te eliminating wneconom- 
ical methods of distributing and 
handling the commodity. was ad- 
vocated at a meeting of the Con- 
sumers League of Edmonton at 
the public library Monday night.

He suggested that consideration 
be given the plan recommended by 
the milk’control board of Winnipeg 
whereby a municipal] supply centre 
for the distribution of milk was to 
be secured, 


TO ASSIST BOARD 

Mrs. B. Marliss advised the gath- 
ering on the league's undertaking to 
assist the war time prices and trade 
board in maintaining price ceilings. 
The league at the present time is 
compiling lists of prices to cover a 
basic period and it is expecied that 
citizens will make their complaints 
through the board and this informa- 
tion, rather than becoming person- 
ally involved. 

Guest speaker was Henry 
Spencer, taking as his topic “Con- 
sumer Producer Relationships.” He 
pointed out the difficulty of food-

It js hard for a conecientious par- 
ént to disappoint children or to 
deny them the fulfillment of their 
desires. Yet it is mistaken kindness 
to let any child grow up in a world 
of false illusions. 

No one can have exactly what he 
wants—just because he wants it. 
It might be heaven itself for a 
child to have just the dress she de- 
but on the other hand it 
may be good sense and good exper- 
fence for her to have a compromise 
and have one of lesser glory. 

Many a child teases for a little 
brother or sister as companion and 
while the child's pleas are sincere it 
is the parent who must gecide so 
vital a question, not on the basis 
of what the child wants but what 
is best for the family as a whole 

The knowledge that Hfe brings 
disappointments as well as & 
gratification of one’s desires is 
essential to a balanced view-point. 

The spoiled child is one who has 
been led to believe that crying is 
the open sesame to food and at- 
tention and later that teasing and 
whining have the same powers. 

This is no preparation for life. It 
ig just the opposite. It is the de- 
velopment of a belief that life is a 
fool's paradise. Disappointments 
and heart-burnings could be the 
only fruits of such a belief. When 
adults cannot endure having their 
wishes frustrated nor their demands 
denied they still are children. a 
state out of which they should 
have grown through the exper- 
fences of their childhood. 

Early in life—nay, in infancy—it 
is time for the child to discover 
that some things are possible while 
others are not, that some things can 
be asked for, some worked for and 
some are never to be savored nor 
enjoyed in spite of desires or am- 
bitions, 

The mother who wonders whe- 
ther she is a brute to deny her 
child the sister she begs for—even 
if this sister must be adopted—or 
the one who f®els that she ought to 
have bought her dayghter the ex- 
travagant gown she craved. should 
be satisfied that she has done no 
wrong. 

Wishes are not sacred and do not 
rise only to be gratified. Neither, 
one must add, is it a good educa- 
tion to deny a child's every desire 
just to teach the child self-sacri- 
fice and restraint, 

Life should be a balance of all 
kinds of experiences. Some wishes 
should be gratified, some den'ed

“Do you remember when a boy 
of 14 you stabbed the Richards 
girl?”

TELLS OF WORK 

Questioned regarding his life since 
he came from the Red Deer correct- 
ion home to which he had been com- 
mitted following his attack on the 
Richards girl, the accused said he 
had worked for his uncle for threc 
years, had also worked for an Ed- 
monton firm and was employed for 
11 months with the firm he was 
working for at the time of his arrest. 

“What can you tell the court and 
jury of your movements on the night 
of the murder?”

STATEMENT SUBMITTED 

Highlight of the afternoon session 
was the submission to the court of 
the accused's statement given to the 
police atfer his arrest in which he 
confessed to the crime. 

Full text of the statement follows: 

“T am 24 years old and live with 
Matthias Johnstone, at 9547 105th 
Street, Edmonton. 

“On Saturday, Nov, 15th, last, I 
quit my work at about 6:10 p.m. 
and went home. I had supper and 
left home between 7:15 and 7:20 in 
the evening, and went up town. I 
met a young man named Adams or 
Adamson, who was in uniform, 
being in training at Red Deer. I

KNEW IT WAS WRONG 

“I knew it was wrong then,” ac- 
cused replied. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McClung, 
the accused said he knew when he 
took walks up the river to over- 
come the urge to kill that it was 
wrong to kill. 

“Wasn't that the reason you walk- 
ed up the river?” crown counsel 


asked. spoke to him for two or three min-

“I caught up to her, grabbed her 
around the head from behind with 
my left hand and threw here on her 
back. I had a hunting knife in the 
right hand pocket of my wind- 
breaker. I drew this knife out of 
my pocket and stalbed the girl 
several times. She started to 
scream and I kept on stabbing away 
at her. I wanted to kill her through 
an impulse that came over me. 

“After I had stabbed the girl 
several times, I got up and ran 
away. I went north on the lane 
between 110th and 111th Streets. 
I dropped my knife and gloves in 
the lane, then ran through the 
Grandin School grounds back to 
110th Street, from there over the 
bridge on 98th Ave. and down 
99th avenue to 105th street and 
home. I never knew this girl I 
stabbed and I had never heard of 
Dorothy Hammond until I heard of 
the murder on the 10 o'clock radio 
Lee on Sunday evening, Nov. 

“I identify the knife and gloves 
now shown to me as my property. 
I bought the knife at a place 
on 101 street, in Edomnton about 
two weeks ago. I have had the 
gloves a long time and don't re- 
member where I got them. I have 
lent these gloves to George Harri- 
son, but don’t remember when. 
I used to keep the knife in the 
basement at home. 

“On Saturday night I was dress- 
ed the same as I am now, except 
that I have changed my shirt.

“Why not walk up Jas- 
per Avenue if you had the urge to 
kill. There were plenty of people 
there. Were you frightened of be- 
ing caught and took the other road 
where few people walked?” 

“I was afraid of being caught af- 
terwards,” the accused answered. 

“Would you have stabbed s man 
of your own size. Would you have 
stabbed this girl if a man was 
with her?” asked the crown pro- 
secutor, “I do not know,” the 
witness replied.

ALLEGED SLAYER’S 
CONFESSION READ 

“I caught up to her, grabbed he?

This is a paragraph from a state- 
ment given to the police by Chester 
W. Johnston, Edmonton warehouse 
employee, immediately following his 
arrest on a charge of murdering 
Dorothy Maxine Hammond, 14-year 
old city school girl, The murder was 
committed on November 15 last. 

The statement was submitted as

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lowing the murder he went with 
Inspector John Leslie and W. E 
Jewett, city probation officer, to 
Johnston's home, They questioned 
him concerning his movements on 
the night of the murder. Johnston 
said he left work about 6 p.m., went 
home and had supper, then came up 
town again, He wanted to go to the 
Capitol theatre, but when he ar- 
rived at the theatre there was a 
long line waiting to be admitted su 
he changed his mind and went to 
the public library, the witness tes- 
tified. 

He stayed at the library about 
one hour, then came on to Jasper 
avenue, proceeded west on Jaspe: 
to 107 street, turned east again and 
then south on 105 street to his 
home, Det. McDonald continued 
Johnston lives in the 95th block on 
105 street. 

He told the officers that he 
had not gone out again, and 
when asked if he had gone past 
108 strect on that evening he 
answered no, the witness stated. 

Asked if he had told Johnston the 

reason for enquiring into his move- 
ments, Det. McDonald said he had 
not. He said the accused did not 
seem curious about the investiga- 
tion but his grandparents were 
and seemed upset. We told them 
we were just checking on Chester's 
movements, the witness told the 
court. 


TELLS OF ARREST 

Evidence of the arrest of the ac- 
cused at his place of business was 
given by Det. McDonald. “We took 
Johnston to the police station,” he 
stated, “and told him he was under 
arrest on a charge of murder.” He 
was given the usual statutory 
warning and then asked if he had 
his gloves with him. The accused 
produced a pair of black dress 
gloves. He was then asked con- 
cerning his work gloves. The ac- 
cused said “I have not got them 
with me.” 

“I then showed him the gloves 
that had been found near the scene 
of the crime and he admitted they 
were his property,” Det. McDonald 
testified. He admitted also to own- 
ership of the knife. 

Then Johnston told officers he 
wished to correct the statement 
given the police on Sunday and 
to tell the truth about the whole 
affair, He then gave the state- 
ment confessing to the murder. 

Sergt. F. A. Broadribb corrobor- 
ated the evidence of Det. McDon- 
ald. Answering questions by Mr. 
Macdonald the witness said the ac- 
cused answered all questions frank- 
ly and without hesitation as he 
gave his confession, 


BLOOD ON GLOVE 

Dr. John Macgregor, University 
of Alberta pathologist, said he ex- 
amined a pair of gloves given him 
by the city police. There was a 
trace of human blood on the fourth 
finger of the right glove, but no 
trace of blood was found on the 
right One. There was a trace of 
blood on the knife, but it was not 
possible to determine whether or 
not it was human blood. 

Dr. Macgregor said the cause of 
death was from multiple knife 
wounds, hemorrhage and shock. He 
said there were 14 wounds on the 
girl’s body and hand. They were on 
her neck, the left side of her 
chest, the left flank and left hand. 
They measured from one to two 
and-a-half centimeters in length 
and varied in depth, the deepest 
being about two and a half inches. 
The wounds could have been caused 
by the knife he examined for blood 
Stains, and the direction of the 
wounds could have been caused by 
stabbing blows from the rear. 

George F, Harris, truck driver, 
and fellow employee of the ac- 
cused, told the court he had known 
Johnston for about 11 months, and 
considered him “one of the best 
fellows he ever worked with.” He 
identified the gloves produced in 
court as Johnston's, adding that he 
used to wear them on the truck 
Witness said the accused never had 
any bad dabits. He was not exactly 
shy or forward, just normal. 

Asked by Mr. Justice O'Connor if 
he had ever noticed if the accused 
had any difficulty in keeping him- 
self in control, the witness answer- 
ed, “No, Sir,” 


Archibald Wotherspoon, book- 
keeper, told of speaking to the ac- 
cused the Monday following the 
murder. He asked him about a 
scratch on his face and the accused 
had answered that he received it 
from a naif in a box-lid on the 
Previous Saturday. The scratch 
was just below the right eye, he 
testified, He identified a photo- 
sraph of Johnston showing the 
scratch,

PREMIER'S POSITION 

The Prime Minister doubtless will 
argue that because he, unasked, 
made that commitment he has a 
mandate from the people not to use 
compulsion for overseas service. 
That will, I assume be his position. 
In fact, he has so stated. 

Well, let us examine this ques- 
tion of mandate, 

Did the Prime Minister, elected 
to power in 1935, have a mandate 
to declare war in 1939? Most as- 
suredly he did not, 

Did the Prime Minister have a 
mandate from the people of Canada 
to adopt the principle of compulsion 
for military service in Canada in 
June 1940? Most assuredly, he did 
not, 

Did the Ministry have a man- 
date from the people to put a 
ceiling on prices at a time when 
the price level of agricultural 
products, for instance, was low 
and uneven? Most assuredly it 
did not, ‘ . 

Did the Ministry have a mandate 

to take from the war appropriation 
bill millions of dollars—perhaps 
hundreds of millions of dollars— 
voted by this parliament, taxed 
from the people of this country of 
all classes, poor and rich alike, to 
prosecute the war with the utmost 
vigor, and switch those millions to 
the purposes of the new commodity 
prices stabilization corporation, to 
help maintain the price ceiling on 
imports from abroad? Most assured- 
ly it did not, 


NOT AN ISSUE 


I deny that the Ministry had a 
mandate from the people against 
compulsory military service for 


overseas. It was not an issue. The 
Prime Minister himself made a 
pledge, which was accepted. He 


now seeks to be relieved from that 
pledge, but that is a very different 
thing from a mandate, 

If I interpret aright the vote of 
the last election, it was a@ mandate 
to prosecute the war--interpreted 
us moderate in some quarters, mid- 


any candidate for parliament sign- 
ing any pledge to his constituents. 

Why is that probibition there? 
Because the government of the 
day, the government and parlia- 
ment, decided as a matter of prin- 
ciple that such a thing was im- 
Proper and should not be done;

If the Prime Minister feels bound 
by his self-imposed vow; if his 
Conscience bothers him and he now 
wishes to be relieved of that vow; 
if he desires, in the light of reason 
and world events, to change his 
Position and to pursue a tota] war 
effort by all means open to him as 
the leader of the state; if he wishes, 
in the light of the situation pres- 
ently confronting him, to give a 
new lead to the nation, there is a 
well-defined and well-established 
Constitutional position and practice 
open to him. 


ANOTHER COURSE 


That is to say, he may come to 
this house and say to us that “not- 
withstanding my self-imposed vow, 
for which I had no mandate, I now 
find that, in the circumstances 
which confront this nation as a re- 
sult of this gravest moment of 
world crisis, another course must 
be followed, another and more vig- 
orous policy must be pursyed.” 

It is his duty and his privilege 
to come to parliament in this way, 
to state his new policy, and to ask 
for the endorsation of the people's 
elected representatives. 

That is the British way of re- 
sponsible government. That is the 

Canadian system of responsible 
government. That is the course 
the Prime Minister should pur- 
sue, under the pressure of today's 
situation. 

And is there anyone so bold as 
to say that is not the right and 
proper course? Who is there in this 
house who wil] say that that course 
should not be pursued and cannot 
be pursued? Why have the people 
celegated to us, their elected rep- 
resentatives, the power to speak for 
them, and what are our obligations? 
Let those who seek to answer per- 
use once more the classic declara- 
tion of Edmund Burke to the el- 
ectors of Bristol... 

(Here Mr. Hanson read an ex- 
tract from Burke's declaration on 
the relationship between a member 
of parliament and his constituents 
which said in part: 

RIGHT OF ALL MEN 

(‘To deliver an opinion is the 
right of all men; that of constituents 
is a weighty and respectable opin- 
ion, Which a representative ought 
always to hear; and which he ought 
always must seriously to consider, 
But authoritative instructions; man- 
dates issued, which the member is 
bound blindly and implicitly to 
obey, to vote and to argue for, 
though contrary to the clearest con- 
viction of his judgment and con- 
science, these are things utterly un- 
known to the laws of this land... 

“Parliament is not a congress of 
ambassadors from different and 
hostile interests ... but parliament 
is ,a deliberative assembly of one 
nation, with one interest that of 
the whole; where, no local purposes, 
no local prejudices ought to guide 
but the general good resulting from 
the genera] reason of the whole. 
You choose a member indeed; but 
when you have chosen him he is

SHORT SESSION 

Monday night's council meeting 
was one of the shortest in recent 
months, the entire business before 
the aldermanic board being com- 
pleted in 90 minutes. There were 
no items of a contentious nature on 

the agenda. 

Without debate the aldermen 
passed the formal motion empow- 
ering the city to spend $2,522,120 
on ordinary civic business be- 
tween January { and April 31. 
This amount was contained in 8 
provisional departmental estimate 
of expenditures and will cover 
city operations until the mill rate 
for 1942 is struck this spring. 
Ald. A. Bisset asked if the provis- 
ional estimate included any extra- 
ordinary expenditures, and was told 
by Commissioner John Hodgson 
that the estimate was based on the 
ordinary expenditures in depart- 
ments for the period last year. 


POLL TAX 

The communication from the 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association 
of Edmonton, relative to the impo- 
sition of a poll tax as a means of 
raising revenue, was referred to the 
by-laws committee to consider a 
charter amendment to permit cer- 
tain exemptions to such tax. 

It was pointed out that there was 
no provision for the exemption of 
any person, regardless of age, who 
was not included in classes assess- 
ed under property, business or 
householder's tax headings. This 
would mean that every child in the 
city would be liable for payment of 
the poll tax. 


MILL RATE REDUCTION 

The Taxpayers’ Association's re- 
quest for a reduction of five mills 
on the present mill rate on real 
property was ordered to stand until 
the estimates for 1942 were being 
considered, or until council fur- 
ther considered the employees’ re- 
quest for payment of a cost-of- 
living bonus. The association's re- 
quest that a poll tax be introduced 
as a means of raising additional 
revenue was deferred also for con- 
sideration when the estimates were 
being discussed. 

Aldermen approved six proposed 


amendments to the city charter, 
These provided authority for the 
city to appoint the auditor for 


associated civic boards; permit the 
appointment of a practising barris- 
ter as volers’ lists revising officer; 
the compulsory granting of two 
hours off with pay to all electors in 
Edmonton on municipal election 
day; power to regulate the hours of 
retail milk delivery within the city; 
and to enter into agreements with 
persons and corporations for the 
operation of bus routes within the 
city. Power was also granted to 
permit the impounding of bicycles 
by magistrates whose owners had 
been convicted of breaches of city 
bylaws.

He suggested traffic signals to 
halt traffic a safe distance from the 
intersection on each side.
